Two streams 
of water flow through and by the 
city, one from the northeast, the 
other from the northwest.

ter is pure freestone, and perfectly 
free from alkali.

cost was |750,000, and it wa*. tniiit 
from the product of a tax uf one- 
half of 1 per cent, of the revenue of 
one mine situated some 
miles from the city.

that mine covers an immense area 
of ground, and it is> said tostill con- 
tain $30 of silver to the ton. The 
old Spanish archives show $400,- 
000,000 to have been taken trom 
that mine, said to be the ricln st ever 
found in the world, and they art* 
now working it to aa good advan- 
tage as ever; the members of Un- 
church reverently take oft" tlicir hats 
while passing, aud keep tlicin oil 
until they are past, so much H ii 
venerated. 
The plaza in front uf it 


is beautifully laid out, being sur- 
rounded by grand old trees, beneath 
whose shade are cut stone seats; in 
the center is a fine fountain, which 
throws out cool, clear water all the 
time, there are also eight beds full 
of roses and other fragrant plants, 
whose perfume permea'es the air, 
the whole being snrrounded by nice 
walks. The whole place is lighted 
very evening with American <oal 
ii lamps (oil $.'> a gallon), and i*. 
place of general resort. The niil- 
ary band plays in the pla/i every

The public buildings aie all oi 


ut btoue, substantial and fine. The. 
lieater, a two story building, covers 
large amount of ground aud is 


well attended. It is one of the most 
>rominent places of at r-cLiou, aud 
be admittance is from twenty-five 
o fifty cents. The Chihuahua river 
urni hea the city with water, and 
ts elevation is sufficiently great to 
tirow it over the tops of the highest 
Diildings.
